Unique Constitution Flags 
presented to area residents

During Constitution Week celebrations. 
Mis. Harry F. Jones, State Regent, 
CSSNSDAR, is the first State Regent in the 
United States and Unit Overseas ever to receive 
the honor of “The Constitution Flag.” 

Other first-time “Constitution Flag” 
recipients in the United States are Dr. Gary 
Adams, Mayor of Sierra Madre; Assemblyman 
Richard Mountjoy; Peggy Mew, e.xecutive 
assistant for Assemblyman Mountjoy; and Jan 
Reed, publisher and editor of the Sierra Madre 
News. 

Presentations were made “In recognition 
and appreciation for their outstanding 
patriotism and dedication to the legacy of 
freedom in America as contained in the 
Constitution of the United States.” 

A group of men met in Philadelphia in the 
spring.of 1787 to devise a form of government 
that would, in their words, “secure the 
Blessings of Liberty to ourselves and our 
Posterity.” Fifty-five of them—the elite of the 
newly independent states—had a hand in the 
framing. In just 17 weeks they created the 
Constitution of the United States, called by 
William Gladstone “the most remarkable work 
to have been produced by the human intellect in 
a single .stroke.” On Sept. 17, 39 of them .signed 
that work and sent it to the several states for 
ratification. 


The problem that the Framers faced was to 
create a system that would make government 
powerful enough without being dangerous to 
liberty. “If men were angels,” James Madi.son 
wrote, “no government would be necessary. II 
angels were to govern men, neither external nor 
internal controls would be necessary.” But, he 
went on, “in framing a government which is to 
be administered by men over men, the great 
difficulty lies in this: you must first enable the 
government to control the governed; and in the 
ne.xt place oblige it to control itself.” 

Therein lay the genius of the Constitution. 
It is fundamental law, governing not the 
people, but the government itself; it specifies 
the powers that are legitimate and the means by 
which those powers may be exercised. That was 
something new under the sun. Two other 
features were unprecedented. One was 
federalism, the division of sovereignty between 
the states and the national government, a 
division that all political philosophers insisted 
was impossible. The other was the division of 
powers in the national government among the 
branches. Dividing government, as Madison 
pointed out, would protect liberty by 
preventing any person or combination of 
persons from obtaining unbridled power. 

The Constitution flag was carried by Peter 
Muhlenberg, a war hero, Lutheran clergyman, 
and the vice president of Pennsylvania. 
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Area children receive gifts, honors as members of Challengers. 


Residents on the east side of Grandview are fed 
up with the street as it is now and have been com¬ 
plaining bitterly. They ask, “When will it be fixed?” 

Ann and Paul Foote said, “We got these notices 
that were brought to us the first of April and sup¬ 
posedly the job was going to last until the end of 
July. It was well into August when they finally quit dig¬ 
ging up the street. The street was not in very good 
condition when they started and now it’s much, 
much worse. No attempt has been made to repave. 
There is a new hydrant at Canon and Grandview and 
at the time they were working there they broke away 
the curbing for about 20 feet. No attempt has been 
made to repair it. When it starts to rain, all the mud 
and junk will be washed into the spreading 
grounds.” 

Tensie Benson complained, “I think it’s been a 
very prolonged inconvenience. I did talk with the 
assistant city administrator about our particular pro¬ 
blem and it was corrected the next day. The corner at 
Canon and Grandview—it’s still a mess. There are 
holes in the street. They have just left it. I don’t 
know if they’re coming back. It was supposed to be 
finished the end of July and we’re still waiting. I 
avoid driving there. I don’t drive there anymore. I 
go around it. There are holes and ruts and whatever 
on that corner.” 

Dr. Sam Shen explained that he travels Grand¬ 
view often and “I find the road deplorable. There 
are holes everywhere. The dips are particularly 
dangerous.” 

Another citizen who wishes to remain 
anonymous said, “They tore up the street, half fixed 
it, and the intersections are just a mess. When they 
came and painted the signs for the school crossings, 
we’re wondering now if they’ll ever fix the street. It

I If and Loren Metzger 
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wouldn’t have taken much more to smooth out the 
places before the painting was done. The whole 
operation was a mess. They would dig a hole, go 
away for several days. It seemed like when they came 
back they were digging the same hole. We’re all 
complaining. What it does to our car and our tires is 
what we’re worried about. We have an oak tree and 
there’s one across the street. When they dug, they 
dug into the roots of the trees. We called city hall 
and were told, ‘These men are professionals, they 
know what they are doing.’ Sometimes we were 
without water for a long period of time. If a job has 
to be done, it should be done more quickly. They are 
no longer there.. .that’s now what is worrying me.” 

Kev Tcharkhoutian, director of public works, 
told The News Monday that there are two points 
that must be made. The east side of Grandview has 
not been repaved, only the west side. “The subgrade 
on the east has deteriorated and the water main tren¬ 
ches aggravated that condition even more. That con¬ 
dition was already there before the new water mains 
were installed.” 

When asked when the east side of Grandview 
will be totally repaved, Tcharkhoutian explained, 
“Paving on the western side was completed three 
years ago. The paving on the east side will not be 
completed this year. Instead, Orange Grove con¬ 
struction is in the works. By the end of the year, 
we’ll have a set of plans for Orange Grove ready for 
input by Sierra Madre and Arcadia. Then we’ll go 
out to bid, probably in March or April of next year. 
It will be summer, 1993, before Orange Gfove will 
be completed.”

September 17 through 23 is 
proclaimed Constitution Week by the 
President of the United States. We will 
celebrate the 205th anniversary of the 
drafting of this comprehensive 
document. 

Constitution Week was established 
in 1955 by President Dwight 
Eisenhower at the request of the 
National Society, Daughters of the 
American REvolution through 
Congress. The seven-day observance 
includes programs sponsored by the 
DAR, SAR, SR, American Legion, 
Knights of Columbus, Masonic Lodges 
and other official religious and 
patriotic groups. 

The Constitution of the United 
States of America is the safeguard of all 
our liberties, champion of our 
freedoms. The purposes of the 
observance of Constitution Week are to 
recall to the American people the true 
significance of the events which 
occurred during September, 1787; to 
revitalize appreciation of our great 
heritage; and to emphasize the 
responsibility of good citizenship in 
protecting the Constitution in the 
present and preserving it for posterity. 

Of the total 26 amendments to our 
Constitution, three are directly 
concerned with insuring the right of 
citizens to vote. This is evidence that 
the Constitution is a working basis for 
government, not just a static document. 
It is the obligation of every 
citizen to be aware and vigilant that this 
Republic remains a government of laws 
and not of men.

Department heads *bite the bullet’; 
look for ways to cut city costs 


Sierra Madre city department heads were to 
meet Wednesday, Sept. 16, to discuss budget cuts 
and alternative plans for the city since it is gearing 
for the possible loss of $121,350, a loss of 9 percent 
of the 1991-92 fiscal year in local property taxes. 
That loss, statewide, according to city staff is ap¬ 
proximately $200 million. 

. In addition, based on a formula which reaches a 
15 percent reduction in CRA Property Tax Incre¬ 
ment, Sierra Madre could lose another $64,830. 
Also, the city will lose all cigarette tax revenues of 
approximately $6500 which will bring the grand total 
to $192,680. 

Department heads include City Librarian Toni 
Buckner; Kev Tcharkhoutian, director of public 
works; Police Chief I.E. (Bill) Betts; Fire Chief Ed 
Tracy; Doug Berkshire, city finance director; Judy 
Longman, interim finance director; City Ad¬ 
ministrator Jim McRea and Sean Joyce, assistant ci¬ 
ty administrator. 

This amount cuts into the general fund of 
$4,523,639 and a CRA budget of $387,377 for the 


fiscal year 1992-93. 

“We will discuss budget cuts and alternative 
plans. The proposed cuts and programs, service 
levels, will be the subject of City Council di.scussions 
at a public meeting,” Sean Joyce, assistant city ad¬ 
ministrator, explained. 

“While nothing’s been ruled out at this point, 
the city is committed to maintaining essential 
municipal services so as not to jeopardize the health 
and safety of the community,” he said. 

Although the state suggested that local govern¬ 
ments may increase taxes and fees to recover the pro¬ 
jected loss, Joyce said that administration recom¬ 
mends a more balanced approach. “As the com¬ 
munity is aware, the city continues to seek sources of 
additional revenues, but the city has attempted to 
scale operations and expenditures to available 
resources for several years.” 

He concluded, “Any tax increase request 
should be well-defined for its use, need and purpose, 
rather than a knee-jerk reaction to the action of the 
state.”

When will the east side of Grandview be totally 
repaved? “If we have any money, we hope to pave 
east Grandview next year,” Tcharkhoutian 
answered. 

Tcharkhoutian said that the water line 
recon.struction began in April around town and it 
was done in two sections: one between Baldwin and 
Mountain Trail and one between Canon and 
Camillo. 

“Water mains are now being reconnected and 
the paving should be completed in two to three 
weeks.” The valves have to be reset to grade. 
“When they paved, (not the total reconstruction) 
they went over those utility covers. Now we have to 
go back and reset the grade, one by one.” 

Will the dips disappear on Grandview? “Those 
are called laterals and yes, they will disappear but it 
will not be perfect. You’ll feel a slight differential 
but it will not be enough to inconvenience the 
people.” 

Why pave first and then do the water mains? 
“We didn’t,” Tcharkhoutian reported. “Now we 
pave east Grandview, if we have any money next 
year.” 

Water mains are now completed in Sierra 
Madre and they are as follows: On Manzanita be- 

ween Michillinda and Sunnyside, 4-in. lines were 
replaced with 6-in. lines; on South Canon from 
Orange Grove to north end, 6-in. mains were replac¬ 
ed with 8-in. mains; on Carter between Auburn and 
Mira Monte, 10-in. steel lines were replaced with 
10-in. pipe. 

On Auburn, between Carter and the upper 
reservoir, 10-in. lines were replaced with 12-in. lines. 
On Grandview, the 6-inHines were replaced with 
8-in. lines between Baldwin and Mountain Trail. 
And on E. Grandview, between Canon and 
Camillo, 12-in. steel lines were replaced with 12-in. 
ductile iron cement lined lines. 

Tcharkhoutian explained that this is the end of 
the three-year water main replacement program.

Burney mus sharing 
with us that “gening on 
track" is a goal that 
most of us would like to 
attain but it is much 
easier said than done.

The light that God 
turned on is Christ and it 
is through Him that we 
are reconciled to God. It 
is Christ that allows us to 
come back home, to 
God’s train station, the 
Garden. 

I can hear the 
rumbling out there, that 
this writer is trying to 
pass himself off as a 
railroad buff and knows 
very little about 
railroading. To this 1 
must plead guilty, but 
that doesn’t change 
anything. Say it anyway 
you’d like and it all 
comes out the same way: 
we need to get back on 
the track; God is the 
track and Christ lights 
our path back to the 
Garden. Amen.

Haven,” Sierra Madre

Gambling is a menace 
to society, deadly to the 
best interests of moral, 
social, economic and 
spiritual life, and 
destructive of good 
government. As an act of 
faith and love, 
Christians should 
abstain from gambling, 
and should strive to 
minister to those 
victimized by the 
practice. Where 
gambling has become 
addictive, the church will 
encourage such 
individuals to receive 
therapeutic assistance so 
that the individual’s 
energies may be 
redirected into positive 
and constructive ends. 
Community standards 
and personal life styles 
should be such as would 
make unnecessary and 
undesirable the resort to 
commercial gambling, 
including public 
lotteries, as a recreation, 
as an escape, or as a 
means of producing 
public revenue or funds 
for support of charities 
or government. 

Of course, the 
Chamber of Commerce 
‘ ‘Western Casino 
Parlor” fundraiser was 
“just for fun.” Real 
casino gambling is illegal 
in Los Angeles. But if 
you want to know how it 
feels when a small town 
becomes a real gambling 
haven, just as the 
residents of Central City, 
Colorado, the west’s 
newest casino town. The 
revenue from the 
gambling trade has been 
fantastic, generating 
$17,000 per resident in 
new taxes.

business, unable to 
compete with casinos for 
their leases. Traffic 
congestion on main 
street is unmanageable. 
Residents say that the 
small-town atmosphere 
which attracted them to 
Central City in the first 
place is gone, replaced 
by the atmosphere of a 
continual carnival. 
Prostitution and 
pornography are moving 
in, and few tourists visit 
the historical museum 
anymore.

Puppetry has a long 
and intlucntial history. 
From the nodding 
statues of ancient Egypt, 
the sacred dancers of the 
TIinglit and the earth 
snakes of the Hopi, 
puppets have swayed 
the psyche of cultures. 
Most European 
countries have a variety 
of puppets ranging from 
the battling knights of 
Sicily through the

The United States has 
a smaller but lively 
tradition.

I 
remember especially a 
blues scene with a lady of 
the night leaning against 
a lamp post, smoking a 
cigarette (real smoke!), 
and a rhumba dancer 
who wiggled a knowing 
hip with the best.

Yale group graduated to 
their own theater. 

Turnabout, of blessed 
memory, where they told 
funny, sophisticated 
little stories that mocked 
Southern California and 
all its ways. A favorite 
character was a dinosaur 
in “Mr. Noah” who 
became extinct because 
he would have sunk the 
Ark and turned up later 
as a dancing skeleton in 
the Tar its. 

But somehow puppets 
have seemed especially 
suitable for children. 

For my children there 
was Bob Baker, who 
brought his marionettes 
to their nursery school, 
where a stringed clown 


could walk right up and 
sit on your lap. Some 25 
years ago I heard that he 
had established his own 
theater, and that was the 
last I thought about him 
until a news story 
mentioned that he had 
sold his theater and 
retired.

But 1 was wrong.

Baker got his theater 
back, a nonprofit status 
established, and is 
working on a new vision 
of a puppetry center with 
classes and guest 
performances. At the 
moment, the Bob Baker

Waltrip’s to provide before/after 
school instrumental instruction 


John Waltrip’s 
Music Center will work 
with the Arcadia Unified ' 
School District to 
provide a before and/or 
after school music 
program during the 
1992-93 school year, 
according to an 
agreement approved at 
the Arcadia Board of 
Education meeting last 
week.

Police investigate two murders 


Two murders last 
week are being 
investigated by the 
Arcadia Police 
Department.

Because four to five 
million Americans are 
afflicted with 

Alzheimer’s disease and 
because the availability 
of the first active anti¬ 
dementia drug to 'treat 
the malady is being 
delayed by the Federal 
>Drug Administration, 
William Summers, MD, 
an Arcadia 

neuropsychiatrist, is 
organizing a 

demonstration at the 
FDA headquarters in 
Washington, D.C. on 
Thursday, Sept. 24. 

Summers, who is on 
staff at Arcadia 
Methodist Hospital and 
who moved his practice 
to Arcadia 11 years ago, 
first received a license to 
use Tetrahydroamina- 
cridine or THA in 
1976. When his first 
patients received the 
drug in 1984, he warned 
them that nobody had 
ever used THA for more 
than one day. However, 
one woman from 
Tennessee said that 
within one hour of 
taking the drug it was 
“like a cloud lifted.” 


Twelve of Summers’ 
first patients entered 
Phase III or long-term 
administration of oral 
THA. The doctor 
reports that the degree of 
improvement often was 
dramatic: one was able 
to resume most of her 
homemaking tasks, one 
was able to resume 
employment on a part- 
time basis, several 
retirees were able to 
resume playing golf 
daily; and 75 percent 
showed improvement in 
activities of daily living, 
such as self-feeding at 
the family table, where 
total care had been 
required previously. 

By 1985 Summers was 
working in conjunction 
with several other 
doctors, including Dr. 
Kenneth Tachikiki, 
whom he described as 
the neurochemist; Dr. 
Arthur Kling, a 
neuropsychologist and 
UCLA professor; the 
late Dr. Art Cherkin, a 
neuropsychologist who 
was tshe team’s “lab 
man”; and Dr. Larry 
Majousky, a well- 
knowon Pasadena 
neuropsychologist. 

Potential patients with 
Alzheimer’s from all 
over the country began 
contacting Summers, 
who then requested FDA 
permission to extend his 
research to 200 cases. 
About that time, the 
prestigious New England 
Journal of Medicine 
accepted and printed 
Summers’ report on his 
findings, prompting the 
doctor’s appearance on 
“Good Morning 
America,” up to 400 
daily phone calls and 
some 2000 checks from 
individuals who wanted 
to be treated. 

At that time in 1986, 
Summer was working 


with 37 clients, and FDA 
delayed the increase of 
cases, finally allowing 
him to go to only 45 
patients in 1987. Of the 
2000 applicants, the 
doctor was forced to 
pick which eight could be 
helped. Checks were 
returned to the others 
with suggestions that the 
rejected write letters 
complaining about the 
FDA system to their 
Congreeemen. 

One of those accepted 
was Jean Wirsig, a 10- 
year victim of the disease 
whose husband wrote a 
book on his wife’s 
struggle with the illness 
and the FDA. Finally, 
with TBA, her illness 
was reversed for two 
years. After one month 
of treatment, she was 
able to feed herself real 
food and her talking and 
walking as well as 
awareness of what went 
on around her improved. 
As her husband wrote, 
“That helped her have a 
little more time to live a 
little more normally.” 

Summers reports that 
one of the reasons FDA 
objected to his procedure 
was that he charged 
patients to reimburse his 
costs of research. He 
also explains that funds 
were needed to pay a 
staff large enough to do 
all the things that the 
Federal Drug 

Administration required. 
So the doctor wrote to 
patients explaining that 
he couldn’t charge, and 
they paid anyway. 

FDA also objected 
that the drug could cause 
liver ‘ ‘damage. ’ ’ 
Summers retorts that 
only liver enzymes 
change and that 
reduction and/or 
administration of 
another drug resulted in 
disappearance of any ill 
effects. “It is a benign 
liver reaction seen in 
many medications from 
Dilantin to Thorazine,” 
said Summers. 

By spring of 1989, 41 
percent of the cases 
treated by the National 
Institute of Aging were 
getting better on THA. 
“It is unexplainable as to 
why FDA has blocked 


this medicine from the 
American people since 
June 1, 1990. On that 
date Warner Lambert 
Company offered to 
market the drug. The 
FDA has delayed their 
application for two 
years. While the FDA 
fiddles, the Alzheimer 
victims burn. Every day, 
1400 Americans with 
Alzheimer’s die. So what 
is their (FDA) 
problem?” continued 
Summers, who cautions 
that THA is not a cure 
treatment to provide 
medical management of 
tshe disease and to 
reverse some of its 
symptoms. 

While the FDA 
continues to restrict 
Summers’ use of THA, 
the drug has become 
available in Canada, 
England and Holland, 
where doctors report 
success in its use. 
However, it remains 
illegal to sell the drug in 
the United States. 

Even the Wall Street 
Journal shared 
Summers’ frustration in 
an article which basically 
called for a review of. 
and changes, in the 
FDA’s entire set of 
procedures for 
approving drugs for 
terminal patients. 

In his book “I Love 
You, Too! ” Woodrow 
Wirsig wrote, “My 
hatred of the FDA and 
its bureaucracy 
continues - and will 
continue until it acts to 
save people instead of 
thwart them.” This read 
almost like an echo of 
Summers’ feelings, when 
he says that he has stayed 
in this fight with FDA 
because four million 
Alzheimer’s victims have 
been “screwed” by a 
governmental agency 
“playing politics with 
peoples’ lives.”

The frequency of brushing your pet’s teeth depends 
on the health of the supporting gingiva and bone of 
the animal. Generally an animal with healthy tissues 
should have their teeth brushed two to three a week. 
One gingival diseaSe starts (when halitosis in noticed), 
you should increase the frequency of brushing. 
Animals who have lost substantial gingival and bone 
support to their teeth (Poriodntal Disease), should 
have their teeth brushed after each meal. It is very im¬ 
portant to provide frequent and proper dental care to 
these pets to prevent further loss of support to the 
teeth or they will lose those teeth.
